Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10/8/03 
has been entered" 

2. Claims 1-96 are pending. 

3. Claims 1-73, 80, 88, are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions. Applicant timely traversed the 
restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 6. 

4. Claims 74-79, 81-87, 89-96 are under examination with the species of an anti- 
CD20 antibody. 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35 U.S.C. code not included in this office action 
can be found in a prior Office Action. 

6. The RCE filed did not address any of the rejections with additional arguments or 
amendments.
